T hat’s the advice o f 
building experts, who po int o ut 
that o nly a stru ctu rally so und 
ho use is wo rth remo deling. 
The safe pro cedure is to check 
thc dwelling 
tho ro ughly. Often 
the mo st serio us faults o f a ho use 
are hidden. The fo undatio n may 
be cracked o r sunken, the sills 
and flo o r jo ists may be ro tted, o r 
there may be severe term ite dam­ 
age. First flo o r jo ists o ften can be 
inspected fro m the basement, al­ 
tho ugh it so metimes is necessary 
to rip up a po rtio n o f flo o ring to 


see them. Term ite damage usually 
can be detected by picking a t th t 
w o o d w’ith an ice pick. 
It generally pays to have a 
building expert inspect a ho use un­ 
der co nsideratio n, since he is qual­ 
ified to pass judgment o n its tru e 
merits. Occasio nally an expert will 
find that it is feasible to co rrect 
even serio us flo w’s in a dwelling 
by replacing damaged stru ctu ral 
materials.

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VETERAN COLLEGIANS 
Accord in g to the New’ York Times 200,000 
v eteran s of the fightin g in Korea will en roll 
in colleges an d un iv ersities this fall un d er 
prov ision s of the GI Bill of Rights. This 
in flux of v eteran s in to our colleges will con ­ 
tin ue for sev eral y ears an d in crease as more 
an d more y oun g men are d ischarged from 
the armed forces an d d ecid e to start or 
resume their college stud ies. 
The id ea of prov id in g ed ucation al oppor­ 
tun ities for those who hav e serv ed their 
coun try is a soun d on e. It is a way of ex­ 
pressin g our gratitud e to those who hav e 
sacrificed a great d eal for the d efen se of the 
coun try an d the cause of freed om. The GI 
Bill will pay big d iv id en d s for the coun try 
as well as for the v eteran s who ben efit from 
it d irectly . 
For some time there has been a shortage 
of teachers, en gin eers an d other profession al 
people. The return in g serv icemen who fin ­ 
ish their college stud ies will help to meet 
that shortage. The ad v an tages they receiv e 
w'ill help them to ad v an ce their own careers 
an d at the same time make a larger con tri­ 
bution to the n ation al welfare. 
If the v eteran s of Korea are like their 
World War II coun terparts they will be good 
stud en ts, eager to learn an d use the oppor­ 
tun ity gran ted to them. They are old er an d 
more experien ced than the n on v eteran stu­ 
d en ts an d their example may en courage the 
y oun ger stud en ts to greater efforts. It is a 
lon g way from the battlefield s of Korea to 
the quiet campus life of most colleges an d 
the tran sition will call for ad justmen t on the 
part of the v eteran s. By d isplay in g the same 
qualities that mad e them good sold iers an d 
good citizen s in time of war they can suc­ 
ceed in the world of id eas.

PRIMARY IMPORTANCE 
New’ York City , alon g with sev eral other 
large cities, recen tly held primary election s 
at which party can d id ates for v arious 
mun icipal offices were elected . The results 
of the election s hold on ly an in d irect in ter­ 
est for commun ities outsid e those in which 
they were held . But on e fact about them was 
sign ifican t—the light turn out of v oters. 
Politician s kn ow that in most cases pri­ 
maries attract less atten tion from the v oters 
than d o gen eral election s. But it is the pri­ 
mary which d etermin es just w hat can d id ates 
a v oter will hav e the chan ce to elect. The 
person who remain s away from the polls 
d urin g primaries is gran tin g the, priv ilege of 
pickin g his party stan d ard -bearers to the 
party bosses an d the political machin es. This 
often results in gov ern men t by med iocre 
men who hav e the support of party organ i­ 
zation s but few other qualification s for pub­ 
lic office.

EVEN THEY SLIP 
A do cument ha* co me into my hands which ifl 
a secret instructio n to the leaden o f the Co m­ 
munist Party o n the state o f the natio n and what 
they sho uld do abo ut it. 
One sectio n is entitled: “ Defense o f Party ’* 
Legality —Vital Aspect o f Struggle fo r Demo cratic 
Rights.” The v ery first sentence o f this » ectio n 
reads: 
“ The defense o f o ur Party ’s legality is no t, and 
must no t be allo wed to beco me 
a partisan co ncern 
o f the Co mmunists . . . . ” 
In a wo rd, the defense o f the Co mmunist Party 
is to be made a United Fro nt activ ity ; inno cent 
elements are to be dragged into the defense. Fur­ 
ther it say s: 
x 
“The failure of the en emy to outlaw the Com­ 
mun ist Party d espite its sev en -y ear offen siv e is 
a 
tribute to the d epth of the d emocratic sen timen ts 
of the American people as well as to the ten acious 
fight back by the Commun ist Party an d its mem­ 
bers. In this respect, the presen t momen t is 
characterized by the preparation of n ew blows 
again st the Party on the part of the Eisen hower 
Ad min istration through con tin uation of Smith Act 
in d ictmen ts, v igorous application of the McCarran 
Act, an d growin g ten d en cies to press for the d irect 
outlawin g of the Party .” 
Howev er, the Commun ists hav e foun d way s of 
d efeatin g all attempts to make them illegal. They 
ad mit that they are sufferin g from “a fatalist ac­ 
ceptan ce of the in ev itability of the illcgalization 
of the Party ,” an d some of their followers hav e 
“liquid ation ist con cepts.” 
Discussin g the trials un d er the Smith Act, the 
Commun ist claim certain gain s, particularly the 
d ismissal of the in d ictmen ts again st Simon Gerson 
an d Isid ore Begun . Praisin g some of their mem­ 
bers for their great courage in the courtroom, for 
turn in g “the prison ers d ock in to a forum for the 
militan t d en un ciation of the gov ern men t’s d riv e to 
war an d Fascism,” they , n ev ertheless, take n ote of 
certain 
weakn esses 
an d 
shortcomin gs 
in 
the 
struggle of the party again st the Smith Act. Ap­ 
paren tly , some of their lawy ers wan ted to try the 
cases accord in g to the rules of ev id en ce, which the 
Commun ist call “legalist pressures.” 
The party objects to registerin g as a foreign 
agen t on these groun d s: 
“ . . . While the Smith Act prosecution s were 
d irected chiefly at the lead ership of the Party , the 
McCarran d ecision , if en forced will be d irected at 
the Party as a whole, while the Smith Act arrests, 
especially in the secon d roun d , showed a ten d en cy 
to mov e ov er to the attack on lead ers of n on -Party 
mass organ ization s . . . they were main ly d irected 
again st the Party . . . ” 
The Commun ists lay their hopes n ow in the so- 
called Liberals. This is what they say : 
” . . . Hen ce ev en supporters of the Truman 
Ad min istration who were passiv e or n eutral in the 
fight again st Smith Act prosecution s can be en ­ 
listed in the struggle again st application of the 
McCarran Act. for an en d to the prosecution s 
again st those organ ization s cited ; for the Supreme 
Court actin g to throw thp McCarran Act citation 
again st the Commun ist Party out as un con stitu­ 
tion al.” 
They in struct their members an d ad heren ts to 
labor v alian tly for amn esty for the Commun ist 
crimin als who are n ow in prison . Alread y such a 
mov emen t has mad e its appearan ce in a suggestion 
that those who hav e been in eiror should be for­ 
giv en —spies, subv ersiv es, wreckers—all of them 
should be forgiv en .” ” . . . We must explore the 
possibilities of broad en in g the fight for amn esty to 
in clud e amn esty for v ictims of all repressiv e, an ti­ 
d emocratic legislation —in clud in g T-H v ictims, Mc- 
Carran -Walter v ictims, v ictims of con gression al 
con tempt citation s, etc. It is bey on d d oubt tha* 
such an approach, if successful, could open the d oor 
to wid er approaches to the trad e un ion s, n ation al 
grouD organ ization s, etc.” 
So. what is to be d on e? 
Members of the party are in structed : 
“First of all we must en list the masses in the 
fight again st FBI harassmen t, surv eillan ce, in timid a­ 
tion an d stool-pigeon activ ity as part an d parcel of 
the fight again st the tren d toward a police state 
an d McCarthy ism . . . 
• • . Because of the Gestapo-like method s of 
the FBI. the con tin ued exercise of the Party ’s 
d emocratic rights, particularly the ability of its 
lead ership to fun ction , has mad e n ecessary a 
maior chan ge in the organ ization al structure an d 
method s of fun ction in g of the Party an d its 
lead ership. But this chan ge . . . is bein g accom­ 
pan ied by less political an d id eological mobilization 
of the membershin than usually goes alon g with 
the most routin e Party campaign . . . ” 
For the first time in the history of the Com­ 
mun ist Party , this in struction ad mits d espairin g 
d efeat. An d for their troubles, they blame the 
FBI.

MENTAL HEALTH—EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 
“In the 1840's when a New En glan d school­ 
teacher, began her crusad e to get the ’lun atics’, as 
they wTere then kn own , out of the jails an d in to 
hospitals where they could be cared for human ely , 
the v ictims were chain ed to the floors of un heated 
cells% an d often left n aked because they were 
thought to be in sen sible to heat or cold . They w’ere 
beaten , exiled from all human con tact an d treated 
as ev il or d ev iled creatures. Tod ay , the poor houses 
an d jails hav e almost en tirely giv en away to hos­ 
pitals for the men tally ill. The word ‘lun atic’ has 
practically d isappeared . The gates to the men tal 
hospitals are left open an d the traffic is two way s.” 
I am quotin g from the booklet “Men tal Health 
is Ev ery bod y ’s Busin ess,” prepared for Public Af­ 
fairs Pamphlet Number 196m by Katherin e Glov er. 
This pamphlet has been written w’ith the coopera­ 
tion of the Nation al Association for Men tal Health 
an d the Nation al In stitute of Men tal Health, 
Un ited States Departmen t of Health. 
Our first thought, n aturally , is the former con ­ 
d ition of the men tally ill, treated like an imals be­ 
cause they were supposed to hav e an ev il spirit 
within them. 
Notwithstan d in g that the gates of our men tal 
hospitals are left open an d the traffic is two-way 
(for ev ery 10 patien ts en terin g. 6 to 7 come out 
cured an d are n o lon ger in n eed of men tal care), 
our men tal hospitals are un d erstaffed for phy si­ 
cian s, n urses an d ord erlies. 
In ad d ition to curin g this large percen tage of 
the men tally ill, child ren who are men tally d efic­ 
ien t (child ren who n ev er grow up), often improv e 
so much un d er treatmen t that they are able to 
take jobs that giv e them a liv in g. Tod ay all but 2 
per cen t of hospitalized men tal patien ts are in pub­ 
lic men tal hospitals. 
We learn further from this booklet that, “more 
bed s an d more train ed person s for care an d treat­ 
men t of the men tally ill mark on ly part of the n eed . 
Ev en greater hope lies in a wid er application of 
some of the measures that are curin g patien ts an d 
red ucin g the population of the hospitals. There are 
such experimen ts as the d ay care programs in some 
cities (Mon treal, Can ad a; Topeka, Kan sas) where 
patien ts spen d the d ay hours in the hospital en ­ 
v iron men t, receiv e all n ecessary treatmen t, an d 
return to their homes at n ight.” Some patien ts are 
placed in foster homes.

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VETERAN COLLEGIANS 
According to the New York Times 200,000 
veterans of the fighting in Korea will enroll 
in colleges and universities this fall under 
provisions of the GI Bill of Rights. This 
influx of veterans into our colleges will con­ 
tinue for several years and increase as more 
and more young men are discharged from 
the armed forces and decide to start or 
resume their college studies. 
The idea of providing educational oppor­ 
tunities for those who have served their 
country is a sound one. It is a way of ex­ 
pressing our gratitude to those who have 
sacrificed a great deal for the defense of the 
country and the cause of freedom. The GI 
Bill will pay big dividends for the country 
as well as for the veterans who benefit from 
it directly. 
For some time there has been a shortage 
of teachers, engineers and other professional 
people. The returning servicemen who fin­ 
ish their college studies will help to meet 
that shortage. The advantages they receive 
w'ill help them to advance their own careers 
and at the same time make a larger contri­ 
bution to the national welfare. 
If the veterans of Korea are like their 
World War II counterparts they will be good 
students, eager to learn and use the oppor­ 
tunity granted to them. They are older and 
more experienced than the nonveteran stu­ 
dents and their example may encourage the 
younger students to greater efforts. It is a 
long way from the battlefields of Korea to 
the quiet campus life of most colleges and 
the transition will call for adjustment on the 
part of the veterans. By displaying the same 
qualities that made them good soldiers and 
good citizens in time of war they can suc­ 
ceed in the world of ideas. 


At the International Congress of Zoology 
in Copenhagen, Denmark, new regulations 
were set up for the naming of animals by 
scientists. Confusion in naming animals is 
nothing new to a friend of ours who owned a 
dog named Bugleboy Biltright Bixby Box 
which never failed to answer when someone 
called for “Rover.” 


PRIMARY IMPORTANCE 
New York City, along with several other 
large cities, recently held primary elections 
at 
which 
party candidates 
for 
various 
municipal offices were elected. The results 
of the elections hold only an indirect inter­ 
est for communities outside those in which 
they were held. But one fact about them was 
significant—the light turnout of voters. 
Politicians know that in most cases pri­ 
maries attract less attention from the voters 
than do general elections. But it is the pri­ 
mary which determines just w hat candidates 
a voter will have the chance to elect. The 
person who remains away from the polls 
during primaries is granting the, privilege of 
picking his party standard-bearers to the 
party bosses and the political machines. This 
often results in government by mediocre 
men who have the support of party organi­ 
zations but few other qualifications for pub­ 
lic office. 


‘These Days’

EVEN THEY SLIP 
A document has come into my hands w'hich is 
a secret instruction to the leaders of the Com­ 
munist P arty on the state of the nation and what 
they should do about it. 
One section is entitled: “Defense of P a rty ’s 
Legality—Vital Aspect of Struggle for Democratic 
Rights.” The very first sentence of this section 
reads: 
“The defense of our P a rty ’s legality is not, and 
must not be allowed to become a partisan concern 
of the Communists . . . . 
In a word, the defense of the Communist P arty 
is to be made a United Front activity; innocent 
elements are to be dragged into the defense. F u r­ 
ther it says: 
N 
“The failure of the enemy to outlaw the Com­ 
munist P arty despite its seven-year offensive is a 
tribute to the depth of the democratic sentiments 
of the American people as well as to the tenacious 
fight back by the Communist P arty and its m em ­ 
bers. 
In 
this respect, 
the 
present moment 
is 
characterized by the preparation of new blows 
against the P arty on the part of the Eisenhower 
Administration through continuation of Smith Act 
indictments, vigorous application of the McCarran 
Act, and growing tendencies to press for the direct 
outlawing of the Party.” 
However, the Communists have found ways of 
defeating all attem pts to make them illegal. They 
admit that they are suffering from “a fatalist ac­ 
ceptance of the inevitability of the illcgalization 
of the Party,” and some of their followers have 
“liquidationist concepts.” 
Discussing the trials under the Smith Act, the 
Communist claim certain gains, particularly the 
dismissal of the indictments against Simon Gerson 
and Isidore Begun. Praising some of their m em ­ 
bers for their great courage in the courtroom, for 
turning “the prisoners dock into a forum for the 
militant denunciation of the government’s drive to 
w ar and Fascism,” they, nevertheless, take note of 
certain 
weaknesses 
and 
shortcomings 
in 
the 
struggle of the party against the Smith Act. Ap­ 
parently, some of their lawyers wanted to try the 
cases according to the rules of evidence, which the 
Communist call “legalist pressures." 
The party objects to registering as a foreign 
agent on these grounds: 
“ . . . While the Smith Act prosecutions were 
directed chiefly at the leadership of the Party, the 
McCarran decision, if enforced will be directed at 
the Party as a whole, while the Smith Act arrests, 
especially in the second round, showed a tendency 
to move over to the attack on leaders of non-Party 
mass organizations . . . they were mainly directed 
against the Party . . . ” 
The Communists lay their hopes now in the so- 
called Liberals. This is what they say: 
” 
. . . Hence even supporters of the Trum an 
Administration who were passive or neutral in the 
fight against Smith Act prosecutions can be en­ 
listed in the struggle against application of the 
McCarran Act. for an end to the prosecutions 
against those organizations cited; for the Supreme 
Court acting to throw the McCarran Act citation 
against the Communist P arty out as unconstitu­ 
tional.” 
They instruct their members and adherents to 
labor valiantly for amnesty for the Communist 
criminals who are now in prison. Already such a 
movement has made its appearance in a suggestion 
that those who have been in eiro r should be for­ 
given—spies, subversives, wreckers—all of them 
should be forgiven.” ” 
. . . We must explore the 
possibilities of broadening the fight for amnesty to 
include amnesty for victims of all repressive, an ti­ 
democratic legislation—including T-H victims. Me- 
Carran-W alter victims, victims of congressional 
contempt citations, etc. It is beyond doubt tha* 
such an approach, if successful, could open the door 
to wider approaches to the trade unions, national 
group organizations, etc.” 
So, what is to be done? 
Members of the party are instructed: 
“First of all we must enlist the masses in the 
fight against FBI harassment, surveillance, intimida­ 
tion and stool-pigeon activity as part and parcel of 
the fight against the trend toward a police state 
and McCarthyism . . . 
” . . . Because of the Gestapo-like methods of 
the FBI. the continued exercise of the P a rty ’s 
democratic rights, particularly the ability o l its 
leadership 
to 
function, 
has 
made 
necessary a 
maior change in the organizational structure and 
methods 
of 
functioning of the 
P artv and 
its 
leadership. But this change . . . 
is being accom­ 
panied by less political and ideological mobilization 
of the membership than usually goes along with 
the most routine P arty campaign . . . ” 
For the first time in the history of the Com­ 
munist Party, this instruction admits despairing 
defeat. And for their troubles, they blame the 
FBI.

M E N T A L H E A L T H — E V E R Y B O D Y ’S B U S IN E S S 
“In the 1840’s when a New England school­ 
teacher, began her crusade to get the ‘lunatics’, as 
they were then known, out of the jails and into 
hospitals where they could be cared for humanely, 
the victims were chained to the floors of unheated 
cells ‘ and often left naked because they were 
thought to be insensible to heat or cold. They were 
beaten, exiled from all human contact and treated 
as evil or deviled creatures. Today, the poor houses 
and jails have almost entirely given away to hos­ 
pitals for the mentally ill. The word ‘lunatic’ has 
practically disappeared. The gates to the mental 
hospitals are left open and the traffic is two ways.” 
I am quoting from the booldet “Mental Health 
is Everybody’s Business,” prepared for Public Af­ 
fairs Pamphlet Number 196m by Katherine Glover. 
This pamphlet has been w ritten with the coopera­ 
tion of the National Association for Mental Health 
and 
the 
National 
Institute of 
Mental 
Health, 
United States D epartm ent of Health. 
Our first thought, naturally, is the former con­ 
dition of the mentally ill, treated like animals be­ 
cause they were supposed to have an evil spirit 
within them. 
Notwithstanding that the gates of our mental 
hospitals are left open and the traffic is two-way 
(for every 10 patients entering, 6 to 7 come out 
cured and are no longer in need of mental care), 
our mental hospitals are understaffed for physi­ 
cians, nurses and orderlies. 
In addition to curing this large percentage of 
the mentally ill, children who are mentally defic­ 
ient (children who never grow up), often improve 
so much under treatm ent that they are able to 
take jobs that give them a living. Today all but 2 
per cent of hospitalized mental patients are in pub­ 
lic mental hospitals. 
We learn further from this booklet that, “more 
beds and more trained persons for carc and tre a t­ 
ment of the mentally ill m ark only part of the need. 
Even greater hope lies in a wider application of 
some of the measures that are curing patients and 
reducing the population of the hospitals. There are 
such experiments as the day care programs in some 
cities (Montreal, Canada; Topeka, Kansas) where 
patients spend the day hours in the hospital en­ 
vironment, receive all necessary treatm ent, and 
return to their homes at night.” Some patients are 
placed in foster homes.

In three years there 
should be a million and one half 
color sets in U. S. homes, sold at 
much lower prices. 
These figures are advanced by 
Dr. W. R. G. Baker, chairman of 
the National 
Television System 
Committee. The group composed 
of engineers from the industry, 
has finally come up with a color 
system which 
appears 
to

everybody’s approval. But it still 
needs 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission sanction. 
Even 
with 
almost unanimous 
agreem ent on the feasibility of 
the new system, Baker calls 
his 
guess on sales “a horseback esti­ 
m ate.”

Many experts play the double 
of a slam to call for a lead in the 
first side suit bid by dummy.
